Tomatoes Increase To 50 
Cars; 73 For Season up 
To Wednesday 


Heavy shipment of beans and to- 
matoes this week to northern mar- 
kets is shown in shipment figures 
from:stations of the F. E. C. rail 
road in the Everglades section of 
Palm Beach county despite loss of 
crops by flooding rains little more 
than a week ago. The shipment of 
294 cars in the seven-day period 
ending Wednesday, April 24, bas 
been equalled only one week during 
the present shipping season when 
297 cars rolled in the week ending 
November 9. 

Beans continued to lead the list 
of commodities with 218 cars and 
tomatoes were second with 50 cars. 
Mixed vegetables made up 
13 cars, cabbage 2, peppers 2, cel- 
ery 7 and potatoes 2. 

If estimates of crop: loss by 
rains last week were correct, the 
movement this week would have 
been ‘above 350 cars, based on an 
estimated loss of 25 per cent, The 
loss in flooded arens was more 
than made up by increased picky 
ings of spring crop. * 

Prices have made little change 
on local markets in several days, 
poor quality of beans being respon- 
sible for the wide range of 75 
cents to. 1.75 on flats and 65 cents 
to $135 on stringless. Tomatoes 
are quoted at $1.00 to $1.75 a lug 
depending on quality. Some of the 
tomatoes now rolling were salvag- 
ed from rain-damaged vines, ship- 
pers taking a chance of the fruit
